Talking to the Herald parliament- 
ary correspondent, on the eve of re- 
assembly of parliament tomorrow 
after the Whitsuntide recess, the 
veteran Liberal leader showed his 
anxiety about unemployment and said 

| it was going from bad to worse.

“as a national emergency—as much 
an emergency as the situations which 
arose during the great war.

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COAL MINING UNDER CITIES 

With the taking over of control of 
the natural resources, one question 
with which the provincial legislature will 
have to deal, and with which it should 
deal promptly, fairly and finally, is that 
of coal mining inside incorporated 
cities and towns. 

An arrangement that would be satis- 
factory to all parties concerned may not 
be as easy as the general statement of 
the case suggests, for it usually happens 
that the city or town grows up after the 
coal mine has been opened and consid- 
erable capital invested in it. But be- 
cause such difficulties exist. is the poor- 
est of all reasons for neglecting to deal 
with a matter of such wide importance 
in a province half of which is underlain 
with coal. 

By whatever means vested interests 
may be equitably adjusted, the one pro- 
per solution of the question is the 
absolute prohibition of mining within 
the limits of any city or town. That 
is the only way in which the lives and 
property of the residents of these com- 
munities can be protected, and the muni 
cipalities safeguarded against actions 
for damage based on claims that mining 
operations have caused a subsidence of 
the surface. 

There is plenty of coal in Alberta for 
the indefinite future without digging 
the foundations from under extensive 
centres of population. Where mines 
have been started before the centres 
developed, there will have to be com- 
pensation to those who have invested 
money in the undertakings. Is the city 
to have to pay this compensation, or 
should it come out of the provincial 
treasury—which will collect the revenue 
from the mines? That is one of the 
rather awkward points that will have to 
be decided. 


WHERE RESPONSIBILITY LIES 


_ As was to be expected, Mr. Bennett 
18 Sparing no effort to turn to political 
account the fact that there is a very 
considerable measure of unemployment 
in Canada this year. If he does not suc- 
ceed in corralling the votes of all the 
idle men in the Dominion for Conserva- 
tive candidates it will not be for lack of 
a direct and impassioned appeal, in the 
course of which he is typically parsi- 
monious of facts and prodigal of pro- 
mises, 

The substance of his representations 
on that subject is that the King Gov- 
ernment is to blame for bringing about 
a condition of things in which there are 
not for the time jobs enough to go 
round; and that, if the electors will just 
oblige by returning a majority of Con- 
servative members to the next House of 
Commons, Mr. Bennett will undertake 
to change the whole face of the situa- 
tion in short order and to the satisfac- 
tion of everybody. 

Municipal councils, provincial gov- 
ernments and the general public are 
singularly unanimous on one point; 
that one of the main causes of unem- 
ployment is that too many immigrants 
have been induced to come to Canada 
during the last three years. Had it not 
been for this abnormal influx of new- 
comers, it is pretty generally agreed, 
there would be comparatively few invol- 
untarily idle men in Canada today. 

And who, it is to the point to inquire, 
demanded the letting down of the bars 
and the speeding up of immigration ef- 
fort oversea? About four years ago 
there was launched in both western and 
eastern Canada a campaign to force the 
hand of the King Government in this 
matter, a campaign that was backed by 
the railroads and other large employers 
of labor, and of which the Conservative 
newspapers made themselves the ener- 
getic and official organs. 

From the Montreal Gazette to the 
Edmonton Journal and the Victoria Col- 
onist, the newspapers of Mr. Bennett's 
political persuasion broke into a grand 
chorus of editorial ballyhoo on the sub- 

of the Government’s indifference to 

pressing need of getting more peo- 

into the country.

Every newspaper reader who will 
take the trouble to think back will re- 
cognize that these are the facts as to 
the background of the present unem- 
ployment situation, in so far as that 
situation is the result of the abnormal 
inrush of immigration during the last 
three years. If political responsibility 
for the condition is to be fixed, this be- 
longs primarily to the backers and the 
newspapers of the party which Mr. Ben- 
nett says should be put in power because 
the condition has come about. 


AFTER LONDON 


Foreign Minister Grandi says the 
Italian naval program may be held 
up if France suspends her program. But 
Premier Mussolini says the Italian pro- 
gram is to go on, “ton for ton, with 
“mathematical precision.” As between 
the contradictory statements there is 
no room for doubt as to which is the 
word of authority. What Mussolini 
says “goes” in Italy. 

Meantime, the prospect for a contin- 
uance of the London conversations be- 
tween France and Italy is getting no bet- 
ter. They are disputing now as to 
whether the talking should be done by 
a special committee of experts or by 
their ambassadors. At present the only 
talking that is being done is at long 
range, and it is not at all in a tone that 
promises tranquility along the Medi- 
terranean.

In the stomach or intestines the 
mucous membranes also contain 
glands which secrete the digestive 
juices as well as the glands for se- 
ereting mucus. When the stomach 
is irritated the tiny goblet cells 
throw off teo mueh mucus, and 
there ts an under-production of gas- 
tric juices, so that the stomach 
may be filled with a ltmy film

A Mother Complex 

A young man of 22. of wnusuel 
mind, is about to publish a book on 
a technical subject Yet be bas an 
overpowering fear when not in the 
corpany of his mother; impossible 
for him to complete his studies be- 
cause she could not sit by his side; 
follows her about even if she goes 
shopping in the neighborhood. Has 
seen one doctor after another. They 
fear the worst if he is put in a 
senatorium away from his mother; 
yet the prospect is equally dark if this 
continues. The boy realizes that he 

is abnormal. What can be done?

Reply 

There is so much written and 
told about “mother fixations,” and 
in most cases without much 
warrant, that 
the trouble is 
other than an 


unwise training, 
that it is well to 
realize in an ex- 
ceptional ca sec 
just how serious 
this situation 
may be. The 
convinced 
disciples of 
Freud trace a 
measure of mother fixation in all 
their cases; they call it an Ordipus 
complex because in the Greek 
tragedy the son by way of prophecy 
comes to slay his father and marry 
his mother. So the sex factor is 
made to dominate, 

The more moderate Freudians see 
in the situation the old apron-string 
story, the imperfect mental wean- 
ing, which makes the mothering 
dependence persist. Just too much 
mother! Both may go on to say that 
such an exaggerated fixation may 
make it difficult for the young man 
to find a mate; he will be look- 
ing for one like mother, and wish 
to be mothered rather than mated. 

It seems desirable to take the situ- 
ation as it he yee A occurs at once 
as a matter of unwise training and 
and as a psychopathic relation; it 
is the former a score of times when 
it is the latter but once. It does 
occasionally come to be the central 
feature of a psycho-neurosis; it is 
so here 

By way of contrast I can cite the 
case of a young man excessively 
mothered, and adoring his mother, 
who is the most independent fellow 
one can hope to mect. He lets his 
friends in on the secret and tells 
them how dependent he is on his 
mother, who gets a good deal of joy 


out of the illusion. It seems more 
tetional to leave Oedipus to the 
Greeks and consider things as they 
are. 

As a fact. when one meets such 
A case, one has not only a com- 
plex but a complex matter on one's 
hands. It must be gone into from 
all angles. The mother fixation may 
itself be an abnorme! reaction to 
cover a deeper disqualification of 
the personality, These cases are 
nearly always of the phobic or fear 
type. What the patient suffers with 
is a sense of feer and insecurity. 
He may feel secure only when at 
home; or he cannot wander far 
from a limited range without get- 
ting into a panic, There is no need 
of making it a home fixation: it’s 
a phobia and what brings {t about 
is the mater to be determined. As 
a child one lost one’s fear when 
mother was about; home and 
mother is a way of losing one's 
fears. 

Unquestionably t his relation 
changes when adolescence comes 
along; and when you are abnormal 
to begin with and have had a 
tendency to queer reactions as a 
child, it is easy to make all that a 
cause, whereas it is merely a con- 
tinuance under a more aduit habit 
of mind. The abnormal child be- 
comes an abnormal! youth; and the 
central trait continues. All of it 
could have been much reduced by 
wise training; may have been much 
ageravated by unwise training. 

Now the situation has to be faced 
in its extreme and alarming propor- 
tions. The older methods will no 
longer do. You can’t wean a boy of 
22 as you would one of 12 or of 6. 
This psychic weaning must now be 
undertaken gradually and judi- 
ciously, a series of small steps at a 
time, with each successfully met; 
for failure will precipitate a crisis. 
And yet (and this it typical) these 
psychasthenic cases are for the most 
part young men of talent; they 
realize their situation. but some- 
thing deepiy organic, like the panic 
that comes over others in high 
places, simply knocks all their 
rationality to pieces when they feel 
the abnormal dread too s¢rious to 
be borne. It’s a psychic trouble that 
requires a psychic cure. It may all 
sound Greek in another sense to 
those who cant understand why 
any rational grown up man of 22 
should behave like an infant and 
yet write a book. That is how an 
abnormal mind occasionally works; 
but it can be straightened out.

ROME. Italy, June 17.—It is a year 
since the poop of the Imperial n 
Galley of the Emperor Caligula ap- 
peared above the surface of Lake 
Nemi—a wooden hulk with leaden 
P.ates covering its sides. Few treas- 
ures were found in or near the galley 
Thanking the engineers who have 
been engaged upon the draining of 
Lake Nemi, Premier Mussolini made 
known the decision that the second 
ship is not to be recovered, “as it is | 
identical in construction with the 
first.” 

The pumps have therefore ceased 
working, and calculations are already 
being made as to how soon Lake Nemi 
will resume its normal aspect again
